TRAPPERS TO BE GIVEN 
"FUR LANDS ' IN NORTH 

T housands of trappers tn Ontorio's bushland will soon 
“own" the lands they trap under a plan being shaped 
by the provincial department of game and fisheries. New 
stability thus comes to an old way of life. No longer need 
the trapper be a hermit. Many now take their families into 
the bush, get into town once a week, enjoy newspapers and 
radios. The “bush hermit" survives, but his solitude is a 
matter of choice. Ontario charges $5 for one season's trap¬ 
ping rights over an assigned oreo—rights that end with the 
season. The trapper may be tempted to over-exploit this 
land and move on. While many a trapper returns year after 
year, strict legal title even to his cabin ceases qt season's end. 
To give him direct interest in conservation measures and to 
steady the craft generally, the department will grant the
